HOW TO MAKE A GAUGE 
SWATCH 

Cast on 16 sts. 

Rou) 1 + (Right Side) [Kl, pi] 3 
times, k3, [pi, kl] 3 times, kl. 
Rou)2-rKl, [kl, pi] 3 times, 
p3, [pi, kl] 3 times. 

Repeat Rows 1-2 for pattern st 
until piece measures 4"/10cm. 
Bind off. 

Resulting gauge swatch 
should measure 4'710cm 
square. If necessary, adjust 
needle size to obtain gauge. 



FINISHING 

With right sides together, 
fold one short edge over 
4y2"/11.5cm to make pocket. 
Sew side edges together. Turn 
right-side out. With wrong 
sides together, fold opposite 
short edge to overlap pocket. 
Sew one button opposite but- 
tonhole. Sew second button 
evenly spaced from opposite 
short edge on same side. 

Weave in ends. <K

t won’t take you long to figure out 
why Boston holds a special place 
in the hearts of knitters. Crisp fall 
air, snowy winter nights — handspun 
wool feels like a requirement, beyond 
its status as a hallowed seasonal ritual. 
Luckily, there are loads of shops that 
put gorgeous yarns in the hands of 
eager stitchers. Our three-day tour of 
the area hits the highlights, plus knitty 
pitstops along the way. 

Day One: Douintooin Boston 

Start your yarn journey on tony New- 
bury Street at Newbury Yarns (164 
Newbury St., 617-572-3733, www 
.newburyyarns.com) where you can 
splurge on super-soft cashmeres, silky 



bamboos, or warm and fuzzy balls of 
angora. If your yarn budget’s tight, 
make your way across the Boston 
Common to Windsor Button (35 
Temple PL, 617-482-4969, www 
.windsorbutton.com). Boston’s knitters 
sing the praises of this little craft gem 
located in the financial district. Sport- 
ing over 40 different lines of yarn, it’s 
got embellishments too; appliques, 
trims, ribbons, and an entire wall 
filled with buttons. 

By now you’ll need some suste- 
nance, so make your way to Faneuil 
Hall Marketplace to hobnob with 
tourists and locals alike. From a 
sit-down dinner at Todd English’s 
Kingfish Hall to grabbing a cup of 




chowder and people-watching on the 
steps, you don’t want to miss one of 
Boston’s tastiest landmarks. If you’re 
up for an adventure, cross the river on 
the T (translation: the MBTA, Boston’s 
public transportation, www.mbta.com) 
to Harvard Square and Mr. Bartley’s 
Gourmet Burgers (1246 Massachu- 
setts Ave., Cambridge, 617-354-6559, 
www.mrbartley.com) where you can 
feast on The Joe Biden or The John 
McCain burgers, depending on your 
tastes— political or foodie. While Bos- 
ton’s hotels can be pretty pricey. The 
Midtown Hotel (www.midtownhotel 
.com) in downtown Boston will keep 
you near all the action without break- 
ing the bank. 



Day Tluo: Salem, Mass. 

You’re back on the T again, 
this time heading out to 
Witch City — Salem, Mass., 
where you’ll find Seed Stitch 
(21 Front St.. Salem, 978-744- 
5557, www.seedstitchfine 
yarn.com), a beautiful bou- 
tique of gorgeous 
yarns from all over 
the world. Get ready 
for some heavy 
yarn petting, be- 
cause you’ll be hard 
pressed to leave with- 
out a bag full of fiber, 
vintage buttons from 
Europe, or a shawl 



Time your trip around The 
Fiber Festival of New England 
(nesheep.org/fiberfest.html) on 
Nov. 6-7 in West Springfield, 
Mass., to swap tips with other 
yarn addicts. 





for Northampton, home to Webs (75 
Service Center Rd., Northampton, 
1-800-367-9327, www.yarn.com). Yes, 
those are the yarn angels you hear 
singing as you pull into the park- 
ing lot because it’s heaven for knit- 
ters every day here. What yarns do 
they carry? What yarns don't they 
carry? This is the place to find that 
extra-special skein (or six) you’ve 
been searching for, so plan to spend 
a couple hours combing through the 
bins. Now that you’ve bulked up your 
yarn stash even more (is there any 
room left in the trunk?), head on over 
to local favorite Woodstar Caf6 (60 
Masonic St., Northampton, 413-585- 
9777) for a hot cup of cocoa with 
fresh whipped cream and the Happy 
Valley sandwich, then grab a loaf of 
their freshly baked bread to bring 
back home. ■K

one example of 
ruffles done right. Too 
often, knitters throw in an 
enormous number of 
increases willy-nilly, make 
the ruffle too long, and end 
up with something best left 
in the 1980s. Let’s go over 
how ruffles are created to 
show how you can improve 

Ruffles create larger 
amounts of fabric on the 
outer edge so the fabric will 
fan out in a wave. For the 
most basic ruffle, you can 
alternate one row worked 
plain with another where 
you’ve spaced out the in- 
creases at regular intervals. 
You can also work ruffles in 
reverse by starting out with 
more stitches and decreasing 
every other row instead — 
most scarf patterns featuring 
ruffles on either end will use 
both methods. 

The number of rows be- 
tween increase rounds make 
a difference in the final 
ruffle’s look, as does your 




In my opinion, with ruffles, 
you either need to be subtle or go 
all out— there is no in-between.

choice of increase (for lacy 
and frilly, pick yarn overs; for 
a more solid fabric, you can 
knit into the front and back 
of the stitch). For really tight 
and wavy ruffles in a short 
number of rows, pick up 
stitches on the edge of a scarf 
or a buttonband and increase 
on every single stitch of every 
single row. 

To go back to your original 
question, it’s easy to update 
ruffles with a modern flair. 



Why not try asymmetrical 
ruffles on a shorty scarf? 

Cast stitches on to a long 
circular needle and space 
out the increases irregularly, 
increasing every time you 
reach a marker. Make a series 
of short ruffles on the sur- 
face of already-knitted fabric 
(think ruffled lingerie bot- 
toms). In my opinion, with 
ruffles, you either need to be 
subtle or go all out — there is 
no in-between. 





a soft blanket with lots of 
drape that you can toss in 
the washer, try microfiber 
blends. Carefully check the 
label: you want something 
that can go straight into the 
dryer, too. There are also 
acrylic/nylon blends that 
have staying power (plus easy 
care) on their side. 

© It really depends on 
the project. For 
something that you hope will 
last decades (such as the 
Holiday Stocking shown 
right; pattern on page 87). 
but will only be used once or 
twice a year, you can choose 
something less robust than 
you would if you were 
knitting a blanket. I would be 
more willing to knit a 
stocking in 100% wool yarn, 
provided the gauge was 
sufficiently tight— after all, 
you don’t want candy and 
oranges spilling out of the 
bottom before morning! And

that way, if it gets dirty, it’s 
small enough to hand wash 
and dry flat. 

If you want to knit a 
blanket, consider multifiber- 
blended yarns. Much as I love 
the afghans my grandmother 
made more than 35 years 
ago. the new yarns could 
survive an apocalypse.

\ This is one of those 
ts that can make 
even the most carefully knit 
piece look awful. First, you 
can try holding one yarn in 
either hand to help you 
loosen up. Yes, it’s awkward 
at first, but it’s also worth a 
try in order to avoid repeti- 
tive stress injuries. 

That said, I generally knit 
English, and one of the tricks 
I’ve found that helps me keep 
a consistent tension is to 
place one yarn strand around 
my thumb and one around 
my pointer finger, then rotate 
my wrist to place the yarn 
in the right location as I 
wrap one strand or the other 
around the needle to make a 
new stitch (see photo). It also 
keeps your strands’ positions 
consistent if yarn A is always 
on your thumb and yarn B 
on your finger. You’ll get a 
much neater non-public side 
of the work. «K

HOW TO KNIT

Beginner Basics 

W hether you’re new to knitting or just want to rekindle your love for it, we’ve got all the 
basics you need right here. Over the next four pages we’ll show you everything you 
need to know to start your first project: from tying a slipknot and casting on to basic 
knit and purl stitches and binding off. Just grab a pair of knitting needles and a ball of yarn (more 
about pairing up the right yarn with your needles on page 55) and start your stitching. 



There ore plenty of mays to hold your needles, and you should 
go mith mhat feels most comfortable, but this photo shoms the 
most common may. Hold the left-hand needle approximately 
2 in (5 cm) from the point as if you're about to sharpen a pencil. 
In your right hand, hold your needle as you mould a pen. 



Holding mhere the tmo pieces 
of yarn meet on the first loop 
in your right hand, use the left 
hand to mate another loop and 
feed it from the bach, through 
the first loop. 



When you start knitting it's easy to get into the habit of “throming" 
your yarn (taking your right hand off the needle to mind the moot 
around). Homeuer, this con lead to a tight and uneuen tension. 
Practice knitting by meauing the yarn through your fingers as 
shomn (some people like to mrap it around their tittle finger, too). 
Then, keeping your right hand on the needle, let the yarn feed 
through your fingers as you knit, using the tip of your index finger to 
guide the yarn around your needle. 



Feed your needle through the big 
loop and pull the bait end of the 
yarn until the loop comfortably 
holds the needle. Norn you're 
ready to start casting on. 




Place Q slipl^not oiith a Long 
tail of 1 in (2.5 cm) per stitch 
on one needle. Hold the needte 
and gorn in gour right hand. 



Hotding the toil end in gour teft 
hand, lorap it around gour teft 
thumb bg bringing the needte 
across to the teft, ouer and 
around gour thumb. 



insert the point of the needle 
through the toop from front to 
bach, then mind the bott end 
around the needte, going from 
teft to right. 



Pull the toop through the 
thumb toop, then moue the 
thumb ouer the tip of the 
needte. Remoue gour thumb 
and putt the gorn to tighten. 




CHOOSE THIS CAST-ON FOR A FIRM EDGE, AND WHEN ADDING STITCHES WITHIN YOUR WORK. 




Mohe 0 slipknot and put the 
right-hand needte behind the 
knot. Wind the gorn around 
the tip of the right-hand needle 
counterclockLuise. 



Pull the right-hand needle bock 
under the left-hand needte, 
keeping the gorn loop on the tip 
os gou bring it touuord gou. 



Putt the toop out LUith the 
right-hand needle, then slip it 
ouer the end of the tip of the left- 
hand needte, os shooin oboue. 



Insert gour needte betuueen the 
stitches on the teft-hond needte 
and repeat the steps untit gou 
houe 0 cost-on roiu of stitches. 




Start bg knitting the first tuuo 
stitches of the rom os usuot, but 
don't go further otong os gou 
normottg moutd. 



Insert the teft-hond needte 
through the first stitch, os shomn. 
Lift this stitch ouer the other 
stitch on the right-hand needte 
and ouer the needle point. 



Knit another stitch so gou houe 
tuuo on the right needte. Lift 
the first stitch ouer the second, 
then repeat steps 1-3 again. 



When gou get to the lost stitch, 
cut the gorn about 6 in (IS cm) 
oujog, feed it through the loop 
and pull through firmtg.

Hold the needle luith the 
stitches in your left bond. 
Ensuring thot the yarn you're 
hotding in your right hand is at 
the bach of your ujorh, insert 
the point of the right-hand 
needle into the front toop of the 
first stitch. 



Wind the yarn (coming from 
the ball) clochujise around the 
point of the right-hand needle 
using your index finger. Keeping 
the yarn in your right hand 
relotiuely taut is important to 
heep an euen tension. 



Carefulty bring the right-hand 
needle boch Ihrough the loop, 
mahing sure thot you catch 
the yarn you mound around 
the needle. This mill create 
the stitch. If you're finding this 
trichy, it could be that you're 
pulling the free yarn too tightly. 
Let out some slach and your 
stitch should flouu more freely. 



Push Ihe point of the right needle 
further through the stitch you 
created, then gently pull the 
right needle to your left, tahing 
the original loop luith it. 'r'ou’ue 
noLU created one "hnit" stitch. 
Repeat this process across all the 
stitches. When you get to the end 
of the rouu, turn your ujorh, smap 
the needles to the other hands, 
and start again. 



PERFECTED KNIT? MOVE ON TO THE NEXT STITCH YOU NEED TO KNOW. 




Hold the needle mith the 
stitches in your left hand. 
Ensure that your ball-end yarn 
is at the front of your Luorb, 
then insert the right-hand 
needle through the front loop 
of your first stitch. 



Wind the yarn around the 
tip of the right-hand needle 
from right to left, in a counter- 
clocbuuise motion, beeping a 
stight tension on the yarn. 






Nouj slip the right-hand needle 
bacb through the stitch, 
ensuring that you "catch" 
the yarn that you'ue already 
Luound around the needle. This 
creates a stitch on your right- 
hand needte, as shouun. 



Pushing the point of the right- 
hand needte a little further 
through the stitch you'ue Just 
created, pull the first stitch 
off the left-hand needle. 
Congratulations, you'ue Just 
created your first purl stitch! 
Nouu repeat steps 1-4 across 
the rouu, and uuhen you'ue 
finished, turn your uuorb, suuap 
the needles to the other hands, 
and start again.

I-Cord Using double-pointed 
needles and A, cast on 4 sts. 
Knit across. ‘Slip sts to op- 
k posite end of needle without 
turning and holding yarn in 
back, knit across; repeat from 
‘ until I-Cord is 1007254cm. 
Do not bind off until Cord 
has been pinned out. 

FINISHING 

Fold beginning end over to 
make a loop large enough for 
bead to fit through. Wrap a 
length of yarn around to bind 
end to Cord. Using template 
as a guide, fold and lay out 
Cord on foam or cardboard to 
same shape, pinning in place 
to secure. Front knot should 
measure 5"/12.5cm tall. When 
Necklace has been pinned out, 
shortening or lengthening 
Cord to measurement, leaving 
a long tail. Thread tail through 
sts and pull to close. Knot to 
secure. With yam, sew folds 
together at each point and in- 
tersection to secure Necklace 
to template shape. Sew Bead to 
end for Closure.
